population. In 20 years half the adult popula- 
tion will be 45 years old and over. 

But Becrelary or Labor James P. Mitchell 
fears that millions may be Jobless by that 
time unless existing prcjutJlces nRalnst hir- 
ing older workers arc soon shed. 

In a. report based on a lengthy labor de- 
partment study. Mitchell noted recently that 
both employers and unions many times erect 
rigid barriers analnst older people— without 
proper regard for their acquired skills and 
experience. 

The unemployment that results from this 
liiiblt is just one' phase of the problem, or 
even greater significance Is tlie great waste of 
skills, which the United Stales needs and 
will continue to need In this age of struggle 
with hostile world forces. 

The department's study found that gcncr- 
aJfy thfl pcrrormnncc of older workers Js equal 
or superior to that ot younger ones, their 
Judgment Is better, their experience counts, 
and they have better attendance and safety 
records on the job. 

Thus the most frequently heard objections 
to taking on older men and women arc IH- 
foundcd. There Is one still largely unanswer- 
ed: Employes argue that hiring people 45 
■ and over commits them to much greater 
liability under private pension plans. 

The solution here Is not clear, but Mitchell 
says he soon will call a conference of top- 
management men to deal with the problem. 

However that works out. not even the grow- 
Jng total population may be enough to keep 
the nation'* economic system functioning. 
If older workers aje to be denied Jobs. Em- 
ployers could actually find themselves short 
'€[ manpower at the very time when n tre- 
mendous fund of human skills was bclnB 
wasted. 

The prejudices that account for this de- 
veloping situation have their root's in a past, 
condition which no longer exlst-i. Mitchell, 
who again and again has shown acute aware- 
ness of labor's problems, sensibly put his fin- 
der on this one, ■ ■ 

A wise nation, pressed relentlessly by tyran- 
nlcaJ communism, must act to conserve all 
lt5 resources, its energies and its skills. There 
Is not merely folly but genuine peril In a policy 
which' casts some of the country's best skills 
on the ash heap.

WILD DUCK REGULATION 
Those eportsmen who"" hunt mlRratory 
waterfowl will heartily approve removal ol a 
federal regulation on the length of time wild 
ducks may bs kept in storage after the season 
closes. 

_ Up until this year, keeping wild ducks In 
cold storage lockers more than BO days after 
the end of the season has bficn illegal, Con- 

. Ecquently all ducks In stocago'had to be eaten, 
given away or destroyed before that deadline 
to be within' the law. 

Now tills federal regulation has been drop- 
ped and ducks may be kept in jockcrj ns long 
as desired. 

The purpose of the old regulation was ob- 
vious, but not GO logical. It was designed to 
discourage Illegal shooting after the closo 
of the season. 

Conscientious hunters who had taken their 
ducks legally during the season and hud only 
ft legal limit in tholr possession had goott 
reason to frown on the old 90-day sca.'son pos- 
fiCMloji limitation. 

Those who like to eat wild duck consider 
It a real delicacy and with the old regulation 
eliminated, they will now be able to .serve 
their mallards, canvaiback and teal the year 
nround, jHstend o! during « period of xcvcrsl 
months. 

It's one thing to encourage' respect for 
game laws, Including dally bag and possession 
limits, but it also contributes to good sports- 
manship when the hunter Ij encdiraf^cd lo 
take greater care and make belter use of his 
game. 

The BO-day after season po.'i.sc.'^.'slon regula- 
tion should have been abolished -yea r.i ago.
